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the White Magiſtery, or impalpable Powder, 
precipitated from the Bath Water on the Affu- 
tion of Salt of Tartar, or any other analogous 
or agreeable Salt, is not Sulphurous, much leſs 
Alminous; but rather Stony, of à lapideous 
Subſtance, the Reſult of an intimate Commix- 
ture with the Body of the Waters, which may 
have no ſmall Influence on their Fermentation, 
as may hexeafter be more fully conſider d. 
And as to what reflects on that famous Prac- 
itiover, the Ingenious and Learned Dr. Willis, 
ſhall, at preſent, ſay no more than this, 
at abſerving ane fo pedantickly dreſt up in 
tis own Cloaths, he ought not to be affrighted 

ich his own Shape; only this may be further 
noted, That whereas Dr. Wills had defired of 
ne the-exaQter Trial of that Experiment of de- 
acting Sulphur and Antimony in the Bath 
Vater, I well remember, I returned him ſome- 
hing of bath, that was precipitated after a 
double Filtration, and the Decoction performed

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feſſed, would certainly be, if theſe Waters had 
Vatriol in tem. Lab . 
How true this is, a flight Experiment will 
ſoon evince, and if the Author had ever made 
Trial, his Galls, or Sight, muſt be worſe than 
mine, if a Purple Colour did not appear. 
To which may be added, The Perience 
and Teſtimony of my Honoured and Learned 
Friends Sir Edward Greaues, and Dr. Nat. 
Highmore, who have both made Trial, and 
found the Waters turn. With the former of 
whom, I lately further obſerved, that when 
we had been ſufficiently ſatisfied in the turnin 
Colour of the Hot: Bath Pump- Water, with leſs 
than Half a Pint of Water, and but Two Grains 
of Galls, and had thrown away the Water and 
Galls, in order to the Trial of ſomething elſe, 
more of the ſame Water, though; much cooler 
than when brought at firſt, being poured into 
the ſame Glaſs, turn'd Colour alſo, receiving 
a brisk, light Purple from the remaining Par- 
ticles of the former Infuſion about” the Glaſs, 
though nothing of the Galls did appear at all. 
*Tis alſo confirm'd by this, That whereas 
the Leaves of Oak make little or no Alteration 
in the Water of the King's Bath, the Chips, or 
Inner Bark of the fame, make rather a better 
Purple in the Water of all the Baths, than the 
Galls; only the King's Bath tingeth deeper 
than the other Two, as in all Experiments of 
this Nature, it appears to do.

As for the Sand breaking out with the Springs, 
in which Vitriol is ſuppos d to lye undiſſolv d, 
as was mentioned before; if there were no het 
ter Arguments for Vitriol than this, I ſhall not 
ſtick to ſay, That he that depends on this, 
builds, at beſt, but on a Sandy Foundation. 

That the Purple Colour appearing from the 
Mixture of the Sand of the Bath, with the In. 
fuſion of Galls, may not ariſe from the Tinc- 
ture of Vitriol, ſeems more than probable by 
this, Experiment: I have formerly declared, 
That the Sand of the Bath may be ſo far cor- 
roded with an Acid Menſtruum, as not to fer- 
ment any longer, but lye quiet in the Bottom 
of the Glaſs,, without any Mot ion at all; now, 
this Sand on the Affuſion of Common Water, 
gave an excellent Purple, when tis not likely 
that any Thing Saline ſnould remain, after {of 
many Waſhings and Re-Affuſions, as are re.

Not to mention any thing of * Blau, and 
the Britiſh Hiſtories, as, at beſt, uncertain, I 
ſhall firſt take Notice of the Opinion of thoſe / 
that 'aſcribe their Diſcovery" to Julias / Ceſar 
Fifty Years, or thereabouts, before Chriſt, 
which the Learned Antiquary + Mr. Cambden 
thinks not ſo probable, becauſe Solinus, who 
lived in the Timeof Tt Veſpaſian, 130 Years 
after, and 83 (rather 81) Years after Chriſt, 
was the firſt of the Romans that made mention 
of them. But if it be uncertain when Solinus 
lived, and moſt likely after the Year 300, 
as my Judicious Friend the Reverend and 
Learned Dean of Bangor hath obſerv d, then 
the Antiquity reaches not ſo high. 

To which may be added moſt "aſfuredly, That 
Julius Ceſar came not ſo far up into the Land:

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But to do the chief Phyſician to Auguſtus Right,

mented ſo much by Virgil, at the End of the 6th
